Had the 
law of 1878 never been passed, had 
we held to the i: ule as laid down by 
the fathers, holding to the doutle 
standard, but keeping the silver 
dollar of 412} Zratus the unit of 
valres, Germavy’s demonetiz tion 
would have bad no effect upon the 
world. Indeed it never would have 
been. Germany was overwhelmed 

by the statement that the United 
States had discarded silver and that 
there was $1,400,000,000 in eilver in 
sight in one mine in America. The 
truth was, that mine yielded $116,- 
000,000, 44 per cent. of which’ was 
gold. If we will but make arrange- 
ments to use our own silver, to pre- 
vent its going abroad, use it by de- 
positing it in the Treasury and 
mints and issuing certificutes upon 
it te pass as money from hand to 
hand, we need not concern ourselves 
about the outside world. We can 
meet all our engagements witb for- 
eigners. with gold, and within a 
month after silver shipments cease 
from this country, the effect will be- 
gin to be seen in the advancing 
price of silver until it reaches its 


old place.

To those who do not understand 
it may be interesting to know what 
the deadlock, which beld the House 
of Representatives useless for nine 
days, was caused by.

work. The manner in which this is done 
well illustrates the distrust the natives 
and foreigners have for each other. 

Tabor“ vessels are always provided 


with a regular arsenal of rifles and 


tols. The main hold is fittet with — 
ings that separate the females from the 
men —or boys“ as they are called - and 
in these compartments are fixed certain 
sleeping platforms called “bunks,” The 
vessels engaged in this trade are gener- 
ally small, seliom exceeding 250 tons 
measurement, and they carry their boats 
as the whalemen do, hanging from the 
davita, ready for immediate service. 

The captain of an English labor vessel 
sails her to and from certain designated 
ports, and cruises about where there is 
the best chance of getting boys, but no 
boat can go “recruiting” unless the gov- 
ernment agent goes with it. No boys“ 
can, theoretically, be brought off to the 
ship against his will. 

There is generally on a labor vessel an 
“interpreter.” ‘Ihe icular one with 
whom the writer sailed on a Hawaiian 
labor vessel, was called “Billy the Divil,” 
which titte sufficiently indicates his 
character. 1113 ere S 

Su ing a vessel aiter ys’ 
have, cae in Havana harbor, the 
finest in the group, on the Island of 
Vate; the captain generally engages at 
least one boat’s crew of the natives 
themselves, on the principle, perhaps, 
that it takes a savage to catch a sav 
there always being plenty on hand who 
are experienced in the business. 

Leaving Havenna harbor the vessel 
cruises leisurely off through the groups, 
never being more two or three 
miles from one island to another. Cruis- 
ing along on the lee side of these islands 
a sharp lookout is kept for any sings of 
a “smoke” on tho stretch+s of sandy 
beach. So dense is the foliage and so 
careful are the natives to conceal their 
villages that the only indications of there 
deinz human life on these islands is a 
solumn of smoke that we occasionally 
zee on the shore, sent up by the savages 
o let us know that they want to “trade. 


When such a smoke is seen the boats 
are lowered and manned, “The boa 
I say because two are always sent 
company to interview the savages. In 
the one that takes the lead there is, be- 
sides the crew, the interpreter and, in 
i nglish vessels, the egent. There is 
also a box filled with “trade,” that is, 
Turkey red muslin, as gaudy and flimsy 
as the promises made to induce the na- 
tives to ship ; tobacco, of the kind known 
as “nigger head”. (twenty-six plugs to 
the proud) sweet, cheap and rotten ; gun 
ca; s of an absolete make; cheap pipes 
strings of gay beads, a few of which con- 
stitute what is called “full dress, pack- 
aces of matches, guaranteed not to light 
“on the box or anywhere else by fric- 
tion; soft iron hatchets, knives and 
needles, and o: her ingenious trauds with 
which to pur. hase such supplies as yams, 
pigs, cocoanuts, ete., and also to give as 
presents to the friends of tho-e who 
ship. ‘The second boat acts as a cover 
10 — first, and both crews are heavily 
arn ed. 

Nearing the beach, the leading boat 
is turne. round and backed to the sandy 
shore, care being taken to keep it afloa 
the interpreter warning the crowd o 
the long steering oar. The crew keep 
their oars and rifles ready for use, and 
the second boat stops about 100 feet out 
from the first, and, swinging broadside 
on, its crew seize their rifles. and “stand 
by” to defeat any attack on their friends, 
Ihe natives, some of whom are sure to 
be “returned labor,” and consequently 
familiar with “pigeon” English, crowd 
around near the stern of the boat and 
hoot and = while the interpreter rattles 
olf something like the iollowing:
